The object of tho Association is to 


disseminate knowledge of Nevada as a 
health resort in the Eastern States, where 
the State is now known only as a part of 
the great Amciic'iu deaeit. 
It is not 


known even to CahfornianB that ilais is 
a State with vast undeveloped resources. 
Tnere nre within its limits gold, silver, 
copper, nickel, cobalt, lead and iron 
mines, and there is scarcely a mountain 
range in which one or more of those 
metals is not found. 
There are sulphur, 


borax, and salt deposits, quarries of 
Burbles, and beds of f/ypsutn. 
The 


sagebrush plains, wbich naturally pro 
dace only the scantest pasturage, when 
cultivated prove to be as fertile and pro- 
ductive as any in the norld.
